14 of the Pfister hotel for the pur­ 
pose of remodeling the bill. 
Probably the most important news 
(developed from the visit of these gen­ 
tlemen who are in a way regarded as 
the leaders in connection with the rate 
commission in the lower house, when 
they stated that they had little ex­ 
pectation an extra session of congress 
would be called on the subject of rate 
legislation. 
Congressman Esch was 
the spokesman on this subject. 
He ^ 
said: 
“ I have no definite information as 
to whether an extra session is to be 
called. 
There are indications, how­ 
ever, no session wHl be held. 
If a ses­ 
sion should not be called until Nov­ 
ember, it would be of little use on ac­ 
count of the short time to which its 
existence would be limited.” 
Another Wisconsin congressman in 
Milwaukee yesterday confirmed Mr. 
Esch’s belief that no extra session of 
congress was likely and said the fact 
none had yet been called was simply 
indicative no extra session would be 
held for the reason the notifications 
should be out now if the session was 
to be held. 
Late 
in 
the 
afternoon 
Messrs, 
Townsend and Esch had changes in 
the bill practically agreed upon. 
In' 
effect the measure is practically 
the 
same as the bill pending before the 
last congress, although the 
bill 
is 
made broader in many respects than 
the original bill. 
Power is conferred 
on the inter-state commerce commis­ 
sion to change rates on complaint. 
Section 14. giving the right of in­ 
junction to railway companies in in­ 
stances of a prime facie case, is to 
be dropped from the bill, for the rea­ 
son it is regarded as superfluous, court 
decisions having held that such power 
exists in the courts without specific 
authority in the law. 
I he bill will also be changed as re­ 
gards the scope of the control of the 


commission. 
This means the super­ 
vision of all modes of transportation 
save boat lines and will mean private 
car lines are included within the sup­ 
ervision of the commission. 
Super­ 
vision of the operation of railroads 
will under the wording of the bill be 
included in the powers of the com­ 
mission. 
The special court proposed by Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt for the settlement of 
rate disputes is not provided for in 
the bill.
